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Transport men reported 40 
workers arrested in fights with 
police and “workers’ militia,” 
Communist tough guys who help 
keep order. 

Authorities insisted no one 
bad been jailed, but said some 
strikers were under house ar 
rest. 

The Government announced 
that a mixed state and trade 
union commission will open 
hearings into the strikers’ griev- 
ances Friday. 

The strike started Monday in 
support of wage demands. 

The authorities decided to act 
Tuesday night after strike lead- 
ers, unwilling to identify them- 
selves, refused to negotiate, and 
stood by demands for a writ- 
ten promise of a five zloty an 
hour minimum wage. 

First “workers’ militia” were 
put into car barns. Armed, 
helmeted police followed and 
finally the army moved in. 

The first street cars out early 
Wednesday had two armed 
policemen by the driver, Later 
the police were withdrawn and 
by 11 a.m. the authorities pulled 
out the military and civil trucks 
which had kept the 700,000 
population moving. 

Some arrests were reported 
after a*‘clash early Wednesday 
on Piotrkowska, the city’s main 
street. 

Women streetcar workers said 
police fired shots into the air as 
they approached the main depot 
before dawn Wednesday. Dur- 
ing the night a fist fight broke 
out between streetcar operators 
and a group of Communist Party 
workers. 


Charter Council 
Draws Up Rules 


The Constitution Research 
Council yesterday drew up re- 
gulations to govern its coming 
debates on whether to amend 
the nation’s supreme statute. 

A special drafting committee 
worked on the regulations yes- 
terday morning and submitted 
a set of 14 rules to a council 
session later the same day. 

The draft rules __ stipulate 
that the council sessions be 
open to the public. The ques- 
tion of whether they should 
be open or not, was a focal 
point of discussion at Tuesday’s 
meeting. 

The draft rules made no clear- 
cut mention of how the council 
should take its decisions. They 
merely stipulated that the coun- 
cil would make known the 
views of all its members when 
it reported the results of debates 
to the Cabinet and the Diet. 

Kenzo Takayanagi, chairman 
of the council, named 10 mem- 
bers of the working committee. 

Then, the council unanimous- 
ly decided to request Socialist 
participation, 

The council agreed to hold 
the second general meeting at 
1:30 p.m. and the working com- 
mittee at noon Sept. 19. 


U.S. Senate Passes

Tuesday announced a 68 per 
cent devaluation of rupiah. 


The new exchange rate is ap- 
plicable to bills of exchange, 
traveller’s checks and letters of 
credit retroactively from Aug. 1. 

The new rate is 19.1 rupiahs 
to the dollar (previously 11.4 
rupiahs) and 53.62 rupiahs to 
the pound sterling (formerly 
31.74 rupiahs). 

The MITI spokesman stated 
that due to the acute deficit of 
Indonesia’s foreign currency 
holdings, the official exchange 
rate, which was set at 11.4 
rupiah to the dollar, dropped as 
far as 35 rupiahs to the dollar 
at one time. 

Subsequent efforts of the 
Indonesian Government to bol- 
ster the rupiah resulted in res- 
toration of the exchange rate to 
22 rupiahs to the dollar, but 
economic difficulties forced 
Jakarta to resort to devaluation 
of its legal tender. 

He observed that this finan- 
cial manipulation by Indonesia, 
however, would not obtain the 
desired effects in a short period 
of time because of Indonesia’s 
economic foundations and poli- 
tical instability.

12 Years After the War 


Japan Seen Independen‘ at Last 


Japan today quietly observes 
the 12th anniversary of the end 
of World War II with memorial 
services for fallen soldiers and 
other war dead _ scheduled 
throughout the country. 

At Ueno Park, temple bells 
will ring at noon today and 
prayers said for the war dead 
following Buddhist rites. 

The 12th anniversary finds 
this country of 90 million peo- 
ple unrecognizably changed 
from the devastation and priva- 
tion that marked the bleeding, 
broken Japan of August, 1945. 

The Japanese people have 
seen drastic changes transform 
their country’s political system 
and economy during the demo- 
cratization process kicked off so 
painfully 12 years ago. 

Giant strides have been made, 
perhaps especially so over the 
last year, most Japanese ob- 
servers agree. They point to 
Japan’s admittance to the 
United Nations last year, the 
normalization of diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union and 
other East European countries. 
“The U.N. membership has made 
it possible for this leading Asian 
Nation to play a. constructive

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role in the international family 
of nations. 

The last year has also seen 
the start of withdrawal by U.S. 


ground troops—following the 
Eisenhower-Kishi joint com- 
munique in Washington. And 


the U.S. Far East Command has 
been abolished while the United 
Nations Command has been 
moved to Seoul. 

With these and other changes, 
the Japanese now feel that their 
country has become a fully in- 
dependent nation externally 
and internally. 


However, scars remain. One 
of these is that the territorial 
dispute with the Soviet Union 
still remains to be settled. An- 
other issue—considered a “scar” 
at least by the Socialist opposi- 
tion—is the lack of diplomatic 
relations with Communist China. 
No. solution of this issue is ex- 
pected in the near future.

NAGOYA— U.S. Ambassador 
Douglas MacArthur II yesterday

MacArthur, addressing the

The concern, he said, “came 
from cases where there was an 
overconcentration in a _ partic- 
ular type of commodity, such as 
velveteen or gingham.” 


The ambassador said that the 
concern in the United States 
did not grow out of the high 
level of trade between the two 
nations, which he noted had 
more than doubled in the past 
four years. 


He said the high level of 
trade was “welcomed.” 

“Our mutual security... 
he said, “must rest on a solid 
base of economic strength in 
both Japan and in the United 
States ... It is to our mutual 
interest that (economic) ties be 
maintained and strengthened. 

“The most important econo- 
mic tie is trade...” 
The ambassador also

BALTIMORE, Md. (AP)—The 
Baltimore Sun said Wednesday 
that “an international incident

The U.S. protest against 
Russia’s action sealing off 
waters around Vladivostok 
was applauded Wednesday 
but observers saw little 
chance of it producing 


any results. 


The next step in the latest 
tug-of-cold-war between the two 
world leaders is doubtful. Nor- 
mally, disputes of this kind 
would be put up to the interna- 
tional court.

The Soviets claim the Peter 
the Great Bay surrounding Vla- 
divostok on the Pacific coast 
north of Korea is “internal 
waters” of Russia. 


Historically, the vast bay— 
which is 115 miles long and 50 to 
60 miles from the nearest Rus- 
sian land mass at some points— 
has been considered internation- 
al waters and ships flying a 
foreign flag have been able to

It is believed 
in some quarters the Russian 
action is intended to shield a 
military buildup in the ll- 
weather, deep-water port, which 
is known to be a Soviet sub- 
marine base.

The private meeting, 
by Russian sources, apparently 
was designed to clarify a biting 
speech Tuesday in which Zorin 
accused America of over-optim- 
ism on disarmament. 


Western delegates were Mys- 
tified by the fact that Zorin 
seemed to be talking about two 
different things as if they were 
one and the same. 


Most of Zorin’s fire was con- 
centrated on Western insistence 
that a comprehensive reduction 
of military manpower would 
have to await settlement of such 
political probiems as reunifica- 
tion of Germany. 


But the West had made Clear 
all along that this would not 
apply to reductions involved in 
the kind of first step disarma- 
ment treaty which has been dis- 
cussed at the present cCon- 
ference. 


Zorin delivered a blast on the 
West’s manpower positions, de- 
claring that by linking reduc- 
tions to political issues the West 
had given Germany “the right 
of veto in deciding the entire 
disarmament problem and even 
any initial disarmament mea- 
sures.” 


American observers believed 
that Zorin was stalling for time. 
With the Kremlin unready to re- 
ply on air and ground inspec- 
tion, Zorin may have sought to 
get off the spot by prodding the 
West to make new proposals on 
its own. 


Other Western sources saw 
the Zorin speech as a side foray 
into the election campaign in 
West Germany. His denuncia- 
tion of “revenge seeking forces 
in Western Germany” seemed to 
tie in with charges by touring 
Kremlin leaders in Berlin Tues- 
day that the government of 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
has helped to block chances for 
disarmament,

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Law to Control : 
Dogs Planned 


The Welfare Ministry is 
niaking preparations to pre- 
sent a “pet dog law” to the 
forthcoming session of the 
Diet in. order to prevent 
frequent accidents involv- 
ing dogs. For this purpose 
the ministry is expected 
shortly to launch a nation- 
wide investigation of the 
nation’s canine situation. 
The proposed law is expect- 
ed to require dog owners to 
keep their pets on leashes 
and provide for penal 
measures against violators. 
The only existing law con- 
cerning dogs is the Rabies 
Prevention Law which is 
aimed solely at the preven- 
tion of the disease and, 
therefore, includes no stipu- 
lations pertaining to injury 
to man by pets. The minis- 
try estimates the number of 
pet dogs at 2,456,000, a third 
of which is not registered 
with the authorities.

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Germs Found 


In Dishes, 
Drinks Here 


Metropolitan officials yester- 
day issued an alarming report 
that foods and drinks served at 
eating and drinking establish- 
ments in Tokyo contained a 
shockingly high amount of 
colitis germs. 

The report was based on a 
checkup of 353 eating ahd drink- 
ing establishments carried out 
by the Tokyo Metropolitan Gov- 
ernment’s Health Bureau since 
last June. 

It said all cups of shaved ice 
examined contained colitis 
germs. Dishes of Japanese 
noodles were found to be 96.5 
per cent contaminated. For ice- 
cream the figure was 95.2 per 
cent. Dishes of other foodstuffs 
showed a contamination of 92.7 
per cent. 

Close checkup of the hands of 
172 employes of these establish- 
ments found colitis germs in 142 
of them. 

Alarmed by these eonditions, 
the Health Bureau has ordered 
117 establishments, found to be 
particularly unsanitary, to im- 
prove the situation. 

Bureau officials warned that if 
future surveys of these estab- 
lishments should show no sign 
of improvement, the bureau 
would take drastic steps, such 
as suspension of business li- 
censes. 

They urged Tokyo residents 
to buy foodstuffs at sanitary 
stores, particularly in summer. 
They said food poisoning 
cases in Tokyo since the begin- 
ning of this year up to Aug. 10 
totaled 670, or only 30 per cent 
of the corresponding period of 
last year. 


American Still

Merten Verdict 
To Be Appealed 


The Yokohama District Pro- 
secutors Office decided yester- 
day to appeal the July 31 ver- 
dict of a Japanese court absolv- 
ing a U.S. Marine of the murder 
of a Japanese youth because he 
was “intoxicated.” 

The Yokosuka branch of the 
Yokohama District Court ruled 
on July 31 that Pfc. Adolph W. 
Merten, a member of a Marine 
helicopter unit in Yokosuka, 
was intoxicated when he shot 
and killed a Japanese youth in 
a Yokosuka bar last October 
and therefore should not be 
held responsible for his act. 

The prosecution, which had 
demanded eight years in prison 
for Merten, took issue with this 
ruling yesterday and said the 
judge had misconstrued facts in 
deciding the Marine was in a 
state of mental unsoundness at 
the time of the incident. 

U.S. Marine Lt. J. M. Corn, 
stationed at the Oppama heli- 
copter base, told the press yes- 
terday on behalf of Merten, that 
Japanese defense lawyers would 
be fully consulted in connection 
with the prosecutors’ appeal to 
a higher court. 


Search Warrants Out 
For Alleged Swindler 


The Metropolitan Police De- 
partment sent out arrest war- 
rants yesterday for a young 
Taiwanese importer in Tokyo 
charging he had swindled some

Bury Japan Naval Officers

KOBE—A reminder of a 
touching act of chivalry by the 
Australian Navy to four Japa- 
nese naval officers who died in 
a submarine attack on Sydney 
in the early stages of the Pacific 
war has been received by a 
shipbuilding executive here. 


It is the vecording of the 
scene of the naval funeral with 
which the Australian Navy 
honored the four men. 

On May 31, 1942 Ist Lt. Ken- 
shi Chuma, Ist Lt. Keiu Matsuo, 
lst \,.0. Takeshi Omori and 2nd 
W.O. “fasao Tatsuke attacked 
the Australian port in two 
midget submarines and went 
down with their ships. 

Impressed by ‘their bravery, 
the Australian Navy accorded 
them the honor of a naval cre- 
mation ceremony at Rookwood 
Crematorium in a suburb of 
Sydney. 

The cremation ceremony was 
held “in the morning of several 
days after the Sydney attack”— 
presumably June 9, 1942, the 
date inscribed on the recording.

“I Am a Camera,” a British 
film to open at Marunouchi- 
Shochiku Saturday is a provoca- 
tive comedy based upon Christo- 
pher Isherwood’s famous short 
story “Sally Bowles” which ori- 
ginally appeared as one of his 
Berlin stories. The film is an 
adaptation (by Henry Cornelius 
and John Collier) from John 
Van Druten’s Broadway hit of 
1951. 

The story written in a pseudo- 
autobiographical style features 
the author Isherwood himself. 
He appears as Chris in the film 
and his first person narrative is 
kept up. A young struggling 
English author, he was living in 
Berlin in the early 1930s, trying 
to write in his small boarding 
room but not very successfully. 

One evening, to break mono- 
tony for him, his German friend 
Fritz (Anton Diffring) takes 
him to a night club. There he 
meets Sally Bowles (Julie Har- 
ris), the evident center of attrac- 
tion at the place. She was a 
singer, black-clad, slim, smoking 
from an absurdly long cigarette 
holder and wearing a small 
beret. -She was behaving free- 
ly, wearing what he calls the 
take-it-or-leave-it grin on her 
face. 

Chris gathers from what en- 
sues that she was deserted by 
her boy friend, and feels com-

‘The Little Hut’

“Tut, tut, child!” 
Duchess. “Everything’s got a 
moral, if only you can find it.” 
With this sage advice to Alice 
opens “The Little Hut,” Mark 
Robinson’s very stylish film ver- 
sion of Andre Roussin’s slight 
and gilly bedroom farce on a 
desert island, which 
tomorrow at the Tokyo Gekijo. 


The castaways are Ava Gard- 
ner, Stewart Grainger and David 
Niven, The former two are mar 
ried but he has neglected her 
shamelessly. Back home he 
used to glance at his wife, all 
curled up in the other twin bed, 
rub his chin refiectively, and 
wonder: “Now is there any- 
thing I’ve forgotten before I 
turn out the light? No, I guess 
not,” 

Convinced that this sort of 
thing has got to stop now that 
they are huddled on the island, 
Ava takes up the strands of a 
platonic affair with Niven and 
weaves her little plot, none too 
wisely but awfully well, 

The men, however, are almost

Korea Celebrates 
Independence Day

Korean Ambassador 
On Aug. 15 the Republic of 
Korea celebrates the 12th an- 
niversary of the Liberation and 
simultaneously the 9th anniver- 
sary of the Independence. 


In Seoul there will be a rally 
in commemoration of the day at 
which the President of the Re 
public is expected to make a 
speech. In Tokyo there also 
will be a ceremony sponsored 
by the local Korean residents 
which will be attended by all 
loyal Koreans. 


The Republic of Korea was 
formally inaugurated as a so 
vereign, democratic nation on 
Aug. 15, 1948, under the United 
Nations supervised’ elections 
and has received immediate re- 
cognition by many friendly na- 
tions, 


Prior to this, the National 
Assembly which is the first 
democratic assembly in Korea’s 
long history, elected as the Re 
public’s first President, our 
great leader Dr. Syngman Rhee, 
whom we Koreans look upon as 
the national hero of independ- 
ence and who later won himself 
an admiration of the entire free 
world as one of the greatest 
leaders in the Free World, 


President Rhee has received, 
in the following two successive 
presidential elections, continu- 
ous mandate of the people to 
remain in office to exercise his 
unexcelled leadership over the 
Korean people, 


In contrast to the recent 
history of Korea which is fairly 
well known, less well known tc 
the word is her old history and 
culture. The Koreans are peace- 
loving people and for centuries 
in the past they have engaged 
in a policy of good neighborii- 
ness. 


However, once their father- 
land was threatened by aggres- 
sive foreign enemies, they al- 
ways stood firm, united, to 
resist and repel such threats. 


The Korean people are also 
known as quite ingenious, as 
evidenced from many of their 
inventions. Movable metal type 
was first invented by them in 
the 13th century and so was 
astronomical instruments (15th 
century) and the world’s oldest 
existing astronomical observa- 
tory which was built in the 7th 
century still stands at Kyongju. 
In 1595, Admiral Yi Sun Shin 
repelled invaders with his first 
iron-clad battleships during the 
Hideyoshi war. 


As is well known, Korea is 
predominantly an agricultural 
country. In 1945 more than half 
of all Korean farm families 
operated their plots of ground 
as tenants; consequently their 
standard of living is pathetical- 
ly low.

acts following the inauguration, 
the task of land reform. Thus, 
the Land Reform Law was 
enacted in 1949 and was 
promulgated beginning the fol- 
lowing year. By this means, all 
the Korean farmers have been 
given at a reasonable cost their 
own land to farm. 

Until 1945 Korean industry 
had not passed the stage of a 
household industry. After 1945 
it has not only made great pro- 
gress but expanded into many 
fields. Surrounded on _ three 
sides by the sea, Korea has a 
long coast-line stretching out 
some 11,000 miles. 

This, coupled with its loca- 
tion where cold and warm cur- 
rents meet—a condition for fish- 
ing ground—makes fisheries 
Korea’s one of the foremost in- 
dustries. Sea food supplies as 
much as 85 per cent of the anim- 
al protein consumption of the 
Korean people and is an in- 
dispensable source of protein 
supply in the Korean diet. 

Korea is also rich in mineral 
resources, some 200 of them, 
such as gold, iron ore, tungsten, 
graphite, anthracite, etc. Na- 
turally, mining industry is not 
to be overlooked in Korea. 
Above all, Korea produces such 
a large portion of the world’s 
tungsten supply that the pro- 
duction policy of its mines has 
and will continue to have an im- 
portant effect on market prices. 

In recent years, the U.S. and 
U.N. aid funds are being spent 
for the improvement and new 
buildup of industrial facilities 
rather than for the purchase of 
consumer goods which was so 
prevalent until 1953. 

Korea has, therefore, seen a 
great deal of improvement in 
electric situation which had 
theretofore been quite unsatis- 
factory. A new fertilizer plant 
and a sheet-glass plant are 
under construction to complete- 
ly put an end to the practice of 
depending upon imported ferti- 
lizer and glass. When complet- 
ed, these plants will help cut 
down the amount of foreign ex- 
change needed for these pur- 
chases to the very minimum. 

In addition, city telephone 
services are undergoing a com- 
plete overhaul in Seoul and 
when this project is completed, 
Seoul will have a total of 20,000 
lines—more than the prewar 
number. 


Last but not in the least, I 
want to remind all our people 
that we are still faced with a 
great task of reunification of 
our homeland. As President 
Rhee most wisely pointed out 
on the occasion of the last 
year’s Independence Anniver- 
sary, a divided Korea will re- 
main a great injustice to our 
people and a threat to the peace 
of the world. 


On the occasion of another 
anniversary of our independ- 
ence, | together with all the 
Korean people want to renew 
our pledge to dedicate all we 
have to the cause of a united, 
independent and democratic Ko- 


rea.

The bank estimated the maxi- 
mum demand on the Tohoku 
power system is calculated to 
increase to 2 million kilowatts 
by 1961, 800,000 kilowatts more 
than the demand in fiscal 1956. 

To meet this demand Tohoku 
is expected to spend 438 million 
dollars by 1961 in new construc- 
tion. The Sendai thermal elec- 
tric unit is part of this pro- 
gram, the bank said.

Snag Hit in Import 
Of U.S. Farm Goods 


Talks between Japan and the 
United States on a 175 million 
dollar short-term Export-Import 
Bank loan for the import of 
farm produce have hit a snag 
over the ratio of Japanese and 
American ships to be used for 
transportation. 

Government sources said yes- 
terday no early settlement of 
the talks was expected unless 
some drastic measures were 
taken by Japan, such as the 
suspension of purchase of soy- 
beans. 

Japan and the United States 
agreed in talks held so far to 
use Japanese and American 
ships to carry the goods to 
Japan on a 50-50 basis. The U.S. 
originally proposed to use its 
ships 100 per cent. 

The Japanese side proposed 
to use American ships to carry 
60 per cent of the value of the 
raw cotton, 40 per cent of the 
wheat and barley and 5 per 
cent of the soybeans. 

Japan proposed the figures 
because the prices of these farm 
products would become higher 
than ordinary imports if car- 
ried by American ships at the 
American-proposed rates. Mari- 
time authorities of the U.S. De- 
partment of Commerce, how- 
ever, opposed the Japanese pro- 
posal, saying the rate of US. 
ship usage could not be drop- 
ped to such a low figure as 5 
cent for any items.

T. Mizuno, new United States 
representative of Japan’s big- 
gest steamship firm, said the 
line was now operating 115 ves- 
sels and building three 20,000 to 
33,000-ton tankers and _ three 
more 18 knot freighters. 

Mizuno, who was Mitsui’s 
California representative from 
1936 to 1939, stopped in San 
Francisco to confer with the 
company’s agents, William J.

Business ups and downs seem | 
to have the habit of striking 
Japan after a certain time lag 
when compared with the U.S. 
and West European nations. 
The highly authoritative and in- 
formation-packed annual report 
of the Bank for International 
Settlements not only under- 
scores this point, but suggests 
valuable economic lessons for 
Japan. 

During 1956 and early months 
of the following year the busi- 
ness boom and economic ex- 
pansion continued in the West- 
ern nations, but at a slower 
pace than heretofore. Invest- 
ment growth also slackened 
than in previous years. 


Phenomenal Growth 

In contrast, economic growth 
in Japan during 1956 and on 
has been just phenomenal. The 
rising rates for national income, 
industrial production, invest- 
ments and inventory were way 
above overseas levels. 

Moreover, to curb inflationary 
pressure and to prevent the 
balance of payments from ag- 
gravating further, the Western 
monetary authorities pursued a 
resolute anti-inflationary policy, 
but it was flexible enough to 
allow for moderate economic 
progress. The restrictive mone- 
tary policy moderated the in- 
flationary pressure, but did not 
eliminate it, as prices rose. 

There were two reasons caus- 
ing the slowdown in the gen- 
eral level of business activity. 
First, the inevitable slacken- 
ing of the economic expansion 
tempo as the economy ap- 
proached full utilization of its 
resources. Second, a more im- 
portant factor was the policy 
adopted to deal with the balance 
of payments position. 

Restrictive monetary policy 
necessarily cut into investment 
expenditures. But, so as not to 
curb investment expansion un- 
duly, it is suggested that mone- 
tary policy be supported by 
other policies such as to in- 
crease the rate of national sav- 
ings. In some countries like 
Japan, the investment rate was 
kept high to keep productivity 
increasing at a fast pace. But 
as current domestic savings 
could not catch up with the 
high investment rate, commer- 
cial banks were “over-lending” 
by covering the shortage with 
credits borrowed from the Bank 
of Japan. This practice not only 
caused inflationary pressures 
but also led to heavy inroads 
into the nation’s foreign cur- 
rency reserves. 


Upward Price Pressures 
There was also an upward 
pressure on prices in 1956. But 
in Japan, the price movement 
Was generally sidewise. Why? 
Because of big imports made

roads into the nation’s foreign 
currency reserves. In _ other 
words, prices in Japan were 
held down by satisfying import 
demand, otherwise price infla- 
tion in Japan was highlv prob- 
able. The International Bank’s 
report states that “this is why 
comparison of upward move- 
ments or prices is an imperfect 
indicator of the degree of infia- 
tionary pressure prevailing in 
various countries. Big import 
causes a given increase in ag- 
gregate money demand to press 
less heavily on the domestic 
price level than it otherwise 
would, and more heavily on for- 
eign exchange reserves.” 


Another inflationary pressure 
was the wage rise. Wage rises 
in some countries outstripped 
the increase in productivity 
even in manufacturing. But, in 
Japan, the rise was only mod- 
erate, thanks to relatively stable 
prices, Japan’s inflationary pres- 
sure was more “demand-pulled” 
and less “cost-pushed.” 


Credit Restraints 


As regards credit restraints, 
the traditional instruments of 
monetary policy—discount rate 
raises, reserve requirements, 
open market operations—were 
relied upor to keep money sta- 
ble. Other forms of “credit 
squeeze” were used, as advices 
to banks to cut down advances, 
control on consumer credits, 
etc. 

But why did prices rise de- 
spite these monetary measures? 
A strong reason was the inevi- 
table rise in the velocity of cir- 
culation of money and turnover 
of deposits, accompanying the 
rising interest rates. 

In conclusion, the following 
points are very pertinent for 
Japan’s economic future. 

1. Close relation between 
formation of savings and growth 
of investment, and hence eco- 
nomic growth, as well as the 
importance of keeping the rela- 
tionship in balance. 

2. There is no necessary con- 
flict between long-term progress 
based on high level of invest- 
ment, and the short-term task 
of checking price rises and re- 
storing equilibrium in the bal- 
ance of payments. But failure 
to take sufficiently prompt and 
energetic action will cause a 
dramatic turn for the worse 
necessitating drastic measures. 

3. Both the authorities and 
the public must be constantly 
aware of problems and be ready 
to act promptly. 

4. Monetary authorities al- 
ready have the needed technical 
Instruments. But they must be 
backed by an appropriate over- 
all policy. 

5S. The state of public 
finances is very decisive as re-, 
gards effectiveness of monetary 
policy.

Rhee Relaxes 


-|Ban on Goods 


From Japan 


SEOUL (Kyodo-UP)—Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee Tuesday 
relaxed the ban on purchases 
from Japan and approved the 
import of $450,000 worth of 
Japanese goods with American 
aid funds. 

The new Japanese imports 
included rayon yarn, fishing 
equipment and coal-tar pitch. 

The purchase of Japanese 
goods with American aid funds 
had been suspended since mid- 
July when Rhee placed the 
ban which was speculated on 
as a move to put pressure on 


Japan in current diplomatic 
negotiations for normalized 
relations between the two 
countries. 


Total ROK purchases from 
Japan with U.S. aid funds during 
the fiscal year 1957 amounted 
to 27 million dollars. 

Tuesday’s approval meant 
that Korea would continue to 
buy from Japan when absolute- 
ly necessary but at a substantial- 
ly reduced rate. 

Nongovernment Korea trade 
with Japan, however, is unaf- 
fected by the move since it will 
continue to be conducted on a 
balanced basis. 


Inquiry Received 
For Sabrejets 


The Mitsubishi Heavy Indus- 
tries, Reorganized, Ltd., recent- 
ly received an inquiry for 25 
F86L Sabrejet fighters from the 
Dominican Republic through 
| Mitsubishi Shoji Kaisha. 

In response to this inquiry, 
Iwajiro Nakagawa, chief of the 
aircraft department of the com- 
pany, flew to the United States 
Aug. 5 to sound out the U.S. De- 
fense Department and_ the 
North American Aircraft Co. on 
the possibility of exporting the 
fignter planes. 

Industrial leaders hold that if 
the export deal, amounting in 
value to some 10 million dol- 
lars, is successfully concluded, 
Japan’s jet aircraft industry 
would be given a chance to de- 
velop as an “export industry.” 


Chile to Sell Copper 


To Communist States 


SANTIAGO (Kyodo-UP)— 
Chile decided Tuesday night to 
sell copper to Communist Nna- 
tions. 

The step was Officially an- 
nounced as a measure to coun- 
teract the drop in the prices of 
copper in the New York and 
London ‘markets, which has 
dealt a severe blow to Chile's 
shaky economy. 

Copper exports to Communist 
countries will be restricted, 
however, to copper wire under 
6 millimeters (0.23622 of an 
inch) diameter, according to the 
announcement made Tuesday 
night by Osvaldo Sainte Marie, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
Chile, who acts also as Minister 
of Mines. 

The communique said that 
Chile would approve the export 
of copper wire “to all nations of 
the world, without any exclu- 
sion whatsoever,” but it direct- 
ed the Copper Department to re- 
port all sales “to the Soviet bloc 
countries and to continental 
China.” 

Sainte Marie said that the 
purpose of the measure is “to 
sell more copper, to offset in 
part the drop in prices in the 
world markets.”

Significant is the fact that the fourth annual KEEP 
county fair found the local villagers gradually taking the 
initiative in its organization, promotion and operation. The 
original founders of KEEP, located in the hitherto uncul!- 
tivated highlands of Yamanashi Prefecture, are naturally 
delighted over this development. 
And no one should be more pleased than Dr. Paul Rusch 
“whose foresight, determination and drive made KEEP vos- 


Sible. In paying tribute to 


Dr. Rusch, who was earlier 


this year decorated with a high civilian order by the Em- 
peror, it must be pointed out that he had to overcome many 
obstacles in achieving a workable project in the Japanese 


highlands.

NEW DELHI—“I can tell 
you that I am not very 
happy about this continuation 
day after day, month after 
month, and year and year. I 
don’t feel happy about this hab- 
it we are getting into.” 


That was Indian Prime Minis- 
ter Jawaharlal Nehru speaking. 
He was referring last spring 
to his country’s habit of making 
him Prime Minister. He had 
just been named to the job 
again after the national elec- 
tions, 


One of the great world figur- 
es of the 20th century, Nehru 
at 67 rounds out 10 years today 
as India’s first and so far, only 
Prime Minister.

Playfully the god 
shot his arrow in various direc- 
tions and ordered Kihachi to 
retrieve them. As he was made 
to run after the arrow 99 times, 
Kihachi lost his temper, and 
finally kicked the arrow toward 
the god, 

Angered at the insolent act 
of Kihachi, the god chased him. 
Kihachi ran fast as he could, 
but was finally shot by the 
god’s arrow. The soul of Ki- 
hachi went to the heaven and 
became a star, but could not 
forget his hatred of the god. To 
avenge the wrong done him, K1l- 
hachi shed frosts down on the 
Amo valley at the height of the 
summer season. 

But his revengeful act caused 
the suffering of the villagers 
whose .cops were spoiled by the 
unseasonal frost. They thought 
of appeasing Kihachi’s sou 
and making him stop the sum- 
mer frost. Thinking that Kil- 
hachi must be cold in the heav- 
en, they started to burn fire to 
warm him, 

The tradition is kept up by 
the Hitaki-matsuri which is still 
faithfully observed by the vil- 
levers. 
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_.. The extent to which KEEP has become an established 
institution is revealed at the same time by the speedy con- 
struction of a new main lodge to replace the one destroyed 


by fire.

By 
that time India will be so well 
on her way in economic devel- 
opment and so experienced in 
self-government that there will

Although this does not sound 
like it, Mehta’s party is part of 
the opposition to Nehru and the 
predominant Congress Party.

Recently while speaking 
before a group of businessmen 
on proposed import cuts, he 
defended the elimination of 
drug imports this way: “Nine- 
ty per cent of the people have 
never been able to buy these 
drugs. If they have been able 
to get along without them, so 
can the other 10 per cent.” 

Another man often mentioned 
as a possible successor to Nehru 
is Home Minister Pant. At 69 
he is the oldest member of the 
Cabinet. He trembles as the 
result of a nerve injury suffer- 
ed when he was struck by a 
British soldier during a civil 
disobedience clash growing out 
of the Congress Party’s freedom 
movement. 

He is a tall, fat man with a 
kindly voice that comes out 
from behind a walrus mous-
